A. An agreement with L.J. Webb Contractor, Inc. for construction of Project
02-26 for concrete box culverts on 84th Street between Fletcher Avenue
and Alvo Road, 112th Street between Havelock Avenue and Adams Street,
on Holdrege Street between 98th and 84th Streets, 114th Street between
Panama Road and Olive Creek Road, 114th Street between Princeton Road
and Pella Road and 96th Street between Pella Road and Firth Road.  The
work will be performed between March 11, 2002 and September 6, 2002.

Lancaster County will be responsible for paving plans, bid letting, award
and inspection.

D. An agreement with Norris Public Power District of Beatrice to adjust its
facility as it relates to County Project BR-3300(2)-Roca Northwest for
construction work on Saltillo Road between South 25th Street and South
27th Street.  The County will pay up to $18,000 for the adjustment.

E. An agreement with Speece Lewis, Inc. for surveying and professional
engineering services and other related services for the design and
preparation of plans for North 162nd Street from Salt Creek to Davey Road. 
The County will pay $15,400 for the services.  The term of the agreement
is from the date of execution until July 12, 2002.  (C-02-83)

F. An amendment to a food services agreement with Aramark Correctional
Services, Inc. to extend the agreement until May 31, 2002.  The
agreement is due to expire March 1, 2002.  (C-02-84)

G. An amendment to agreement C-01-560 with Maplewood Counseling
Services Inc. for residential and non-residential evaluation services.  The
amendment extends the term for one year from November 15, 2001 to
September 30, 2002.  Compensation and all other terms to the agreement
shall remain in full force and effect.
